bridgcment ; both which expedients I have herein 
endeavoured to ſupply: Nevertheleſs, this being 
but an extra&t of the Statures ar large; whenany 
doubt ſhajlariſe in the Text (as you ſhall finde it | 
here abridged) relic not wholly hcreupon, bur (in
